As previously set forth, the 
prior art of record teach the limitations of a second absorbent material and the amount of thermoplastic filament employed. (See prior 
Office Action dated 7/29/05f) . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Everett et al., specifically teaches that the 
superabsorbent materials may be substantially homogenously mixed with the hydrophilic fibers in the z direction (Column 14, 35-40). The 
hydrophilic fibers of Everett et al., are taught as being formed from thermoplastic polymers (column 13, 45-65). As such, the limitation of 
uniformly dispersing an absorbent material within the thermoplastic filaments is considered met. Though, Everett et al., is silent with 
respect to the specific structure of the hydrophilic thermoplastic fibers (e.g., multi-component continuous), it is the position of the Examiner 
that it is known in the art to form continuous multicomponent filaments from thermoplastic polymers as evidenced by the primary reference 
of Jackson et al. 
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
